Banks Aid To 
Business Firms 
Told In Survey 


The aid th at banks in Illinois 
give to business firms in the form 
of loans is told in a survey recent­ 
ly released by the Am erican Bank­ 
ers Association. The survey covers 
the first six m bnths of th is year 
and includes the 
figures of 393 
banks out of the 852 th at are in 
Illinois. 
Mt. Prospect State Bank 
was among those included in the 
following survey: 
Forty-six per cent of the com­ 
m ercial banks in Illinois made more 
than 480,000 loans totaling $1,730,- 
000,000 to business firms in indi­ 
viduals throughout the state dur­ 
ing, the first six m onths of 1940. 
These 393 banks reported th at 
they made between Jan u ary I, and 
June 30. 
296,672 new loans totaling $1,- 
214,059,755. 
178.544 renew als of loans to ta l­ 
ing $490,616,955. 
5,365 new7 m ortgage loans to tal­ 
ing $26,206,603. 
'th e survey showed th at busi­ 
ness firms in the state used only 
25 per cent of 
the “confirmed 
open lines of credit” m aintained 
for their use on the books of banks. 
A total of 62 banks in the larger 
centers of the state reported th at 
they carried on their books $462,- 
133,345 in “open lines of credit” of­ 
fered to and kept available fo'r reg ­ 
ular borrow ers for use as needed 
by them. Of this am ount SI 17,536,- 
1*89 or 25.4 per cent was used. 
The average num ber of new' loans 
made per bank 
during the six 
m onths period under review* was 
755 and the average size of loan 
was $4,092.

May Not Be Permanent, 
Draft Board Averts 


To correct a general m isunder­ 
standing on the p art of Selective 
Service registrants concerning th eir 
classification, Paul G. A rm strong, 
State Director, today em phasized 
th at no classification by a local 
board is perm anent. 
“The deferm ent of any regis­ 
tra n t,” said Mr. A rm strong, “is 
subject to term ination w henever 
the basis for such deferm ent ceases 
to exist. 
Every reg istran t 
m ust 
notify his local board of any change 
w’hich would require his reclassifi­ 
cation. 
Also, the local board will 
reclassify any reg istran t w-henever 
it receives new inform ation w ar­ 
ranting such action. 
Reclassifica­ 
tion also m ay occur as a result of 
any changes in the rules and reg ­ 
ulations of the Selective 
Service 
A ct.” 
Mr. A rm strong pointed out th a t 
a great m any reg istran ts have the 
m istaken belief th a t if they are 
m arried, they will be autom atically 
deferred. 
“M arriage itself does not con­ 
stitu te 
a 
deferm ent,” 
he 
said. 
“Class III 
deferm ents can only 
come from dependency. It m akes 
no difference w-hen the man w as 
m arried, if the wife is dependent 
on him for support, he should be 
deferred in Class IIL However, the 
regulations plainly state th at local 
boards shall be diligent in prevent­ 
ing registrants from evading mili­ 
tary service when their statu s w ith 
respect to 
dependents 
does not 
w arran t their deferm ent. 
Local 
boards are instructed to determ ine 
all questions of Class III defer­ 
m ents w ith sym pathetic regard for 
the registrant and his depen'’cr/.:;/*
